equinox, if in sidWeal hours converting to degree of 360, 
utilizing said declination data in degree north (+) or south (-); 
calculating said latitude, p, from said equatorial data by: 
P =^ arcsin. (-cos5 sina sine + sinS coss) , 
wherein e, tl^te ob\im/ity of the ecliptic, in degrees; 
calculating said lofigitiiae, X, from said a, 6 and p data by: 
A, = arccos/( (dtos5 cosa) /cosP) , 

which further cismpri^s if said stars and said objects 
utilizing right ascension data V>f between 180 and 360 degrees, 
calculating said longitude, X, frofn said a, 5 and p data by;

generating said ecliptic coordinate data, in said p and X 

5. A catalogue storing the eclipXic coordinate positions of 
the heavenly constellations, said constelNLations include the group 
of twelve zodiac constellations, compris^ of the group of the 
individual stars and objects configuring each constellation 
wherein said ecliptic coordinate positions oV said constellation! 
comprising ecliptic coordinate data, in cele\tial longitude and 
latitude, in the zodiac signs, and by parts of z\diac symbols. 
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6. \ A method for aligning the zodiac signs, accurately 
aligning i:odiac signs by precession of the equinoxes, measuring 
elapsed pr^ession twixt terminuses a quo and ad quern, wherein said 
terminus a duo is point in time when tropical zodiac sign positions 
correlated t& the empirical zodiac constellations, and wherein said 
terminus ad <Vem is point in time to be aligned, comprising steps 
of:

point along the ecliptic belt, correlating to precession, 
determining positions of said zodiacX constellations, said 
constellations include the group of tweAre traditional zodiac 
constellations and configured by the group of \ tars and objects.
